At Wednesday's BOD meet- 
ing, Poswall stated his rea- 
sons for invalidating the elec- 
tion, “based primarily upon 
actions of the election board 
itself, inadequacies of super- 
vision and platforms, both on 
campus and through the Hor- 
net.” He further stated that

Clairfield expanded on the 
rising interest of SSC stu- 
dents in socio-economic and 
political problems.

The decision of the English 
grant tenure to Molly Irwin is 
a mockery. She is a victim of 
interdepartmental politics 
The tenured gallants who have 
presumed to judge her do so 
for reasons completely irrele- 
vant to the educational pro- 
cess. This is not surprising 
considering the kind of men 
who make up body of the 
tenured English faculty. They 
are careerists, organization 
men, system servers who are 
primarily interested in pro- 
moting and maintaining a sys- 
tem which exists in and for 
itself, and which leaves sec- 
ondary the fundamental con- 
cern in education, namely: the 
students. Molly Irwin, on the 
other hand, has never sold out 
her interest in her students in 
order to play the game.

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DEAN DORN OPENS TOPICAL COFFEE HOUSE 
WITH INTERGENERATION DEPRIVATION TALK

Dean S. Dorn, SSC sociology instructor, was the open- 
ing night speaker last Sunday at the weekly Topical Cof- 
fee House sponsored by the Canterbury Association. The 
titie of his talk was The Rolling Stones: My. 19th Nervous 
Breakdown or Intergenerational Deprivation. Dorn’s 


presentation was the first in a 
series of 12 talks to be pre- 
sented on the subject of Mod- 
ern Man each Sunday from 8- 
11 p.m. at Trinity Cathedral 
Church, 27th Street and Capi- 
tol Avenue. This Sunday Don 
Jewell, Anthropology instruc- 
tor at American River Junior 
College, will speak. 

Dorn spoke on the various 
forms of deprivation in Amer- 
ican Society, concentrating on 
intergenerational conflict and 
linking it to the social struc- 
ture. He defined cultural dep- 
rivation ss primarily the eco- 
nomically disadvantaged and 
thus especially minority groups. 

The McCone Commission 
was mentioned as being “some- 
what” successful in delineat- 
ing the deprivation in the 
Watts area and making it 
known to the public. He said 
that the culturally deprived 
are defined as “irregular” or 
“something less than normal” 
by those people whw consider 
themselves “regular” 

Most of the “disadvantaged 
irregular” are _ classified as 
such because of a crack in the 
economic base of society, in 
other words they are economi- 
cally deprived 

The stress on economic dep- 
rivation has led us to forget 
the relativeness of cultural 
deprivation, he said, perhaps 
the “poor disadvantaged” child 
who is allowed to explore the 
world due to lack of parental 
supervision is actually at a 
greater advantage in growing 
to maturity thar the sheltered 
middle-class child who is a 
victim of the “don’t touch it 
syndrome.” 


According to Dorn this stress 
on economic deprivation has 
also shifted attention away 
from the fact that one-half of 
the individuals in our society 
are under twenty-six years of 
age. Even so, the society has 
not entertained dialogue be- 
tween the “youth culture” and 
the “adult culture.” Rather 
than reciprocity, a_ silence 
exists which in itself consti- 
tutes a deprivation to the so- 
ciety. He suggested perhaps 
we should have Anti-Genera- 
tional Program as well as an 
Anti-Poverty program? 

By Intergenerational depri- 
vation Dorn ment the lack of 
people’s ability to put them- 
selves in the other person’s 
place and thus the lack of mu- 
tual learning. His talk focused 
on the experiences of the mid- 
dle class American child and 
thus was especially pertinent 
to the average SSC student.

Whereas, adults do not try to 
understand youth. They al- 
ready have authority and a 
world view they acquired 20-25 
years earlier. 

Dorn suggested that the 
adult and youth cultures have 
something to teach each other 
while he recognized the con- 
flicts built into the social 
struture. Such things as the 
fact that youth is overvalued 
and feared by adults and that 
youthful idealism and adult 
realism often clash severely 
are factors which serve to in- 
tensify the conflict betwecu 
generations.

A Ministrel Show or Civil 
Rights in a Cracker Barrel, a 
biting satirical whip from the 
infamous San Francisco Mime 
Troupe will play next Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Thursday 
at 8:30 p.m. in the Scottish 
Rite Memorial Hall, 6151 H 
Street. 

The benefit for the newly 
formed Sacramento Students 
for a Democratic Society and 
the Philosophy Club, promises 
to be a startling change from 
the bland theatre fare. 

The Minstrel Show is prob- 
ably the troupe’s most daring 
production yet, and the most 
threatening to pseudoliberal 
theatre goers. Under the guise 
of a black-face minstrel show 
the troupe attacks modern day 
race problems and strikes out 
at many contemporary targets: 
“the white policeman, The 
Rev. Brother Luther Doctor 
Martin Junior King, the Negro 
and the white woman and the 
Watts riots.” 

The Troupe is notorious in 
its attempt to radicalize Amer- 
ican theatre audiences. R. D. 
Davis, director of the Mime 
Troupe, believes in “direct 





confrontation of an audience’s 
foibles or habit.” To do this, 
the Troupe resorts to “taking 
risks and using techniques that 
are not used in _ television, 
movies or on the commercial 
stage.” 

Some techniques have 
brought down the wrath of the 
authorities. Such was the case 
last suinmer when Davis de- 
fied San Francisco authorities 
and put on I] Candelaio, a 
16ta Century Commedia deil’ 
Arte, free in a public park. 
The play was labeled “indec- 
ent, obscene and offensive.” 


When the Troupe appeared 
in Davis last November the 
Cal Aggie wrote, “Davis finally 
came of age, ceased only being 
the home of the largest high 
school track meet in Northern 
California and presented adult 
entertainment.” 

Reviewer John Herr further 
said about the people who 
missed the performance, “You 
missed your chance at a real 
education. You missed it. It’s 
come and gone. Learn your 
lesson and don’t let it happen 
again.”
